(1) The one object sighted was round, bricht-bluish in color; it 
traveled in a straicht line from east to west at jot speed, estimated 
by ons of tha source, 3/Sgt George 4. Hatson, to bs 600 miles per hour; 
however, the two officera would not ostimate a definite speed, but simp 
ly stated "jet speed." There was no distinguishable exhaust but one alds 
of the objeat was of a brighter blue; howsver, that side was consistently 
vrisht. The object burst into fragments and simultaneously disappeared. 


(2) Object was sichted at 1813 hours, Central Standard Time, 23 
October 1952. Length of time observed was about ton seconds. 


(3) Observation was made visually from a 0-47 type alroraft, altt- 
tudes 5500 fest, speed 150 miles per hour. 


(4) Location of observers was 35° S7'H, 97° 15'Y over the Canadian 
rivor, south of | Oklahoma City in Oklahoma. Objoct was at 5500 foot alti- 
tude and traveling cast to west In a atraight line. Nons of tha crew 
would estimate the distances of the onject fron the 0-47 aircraft. 


(5) All three observers have not previously oxperionced the gicht- 
ing of an unldentifled object auch aa deseribed above. ‘Tha two officers 
have responsible positions in 4 flying training group, Ferrin Alr Forcs 
Pass, Toxas and all three of the observers ars considered reliable. 


(6) Weather at the time and place of sishting wag fair, vistbllity 
was fiftesn miles with wind from the North,tiorth Wast at elghs Imots. 


(7) Tharo was no known condition, mateorological or othersise 
which would have accounted for the sighting. 


(3) There is no known existence of svidence such as fragments, 
photographs, stc, of the sizhting.
